From a Paper printed at in Portugneze, cn- 
tirul’d, A first Relation of the glorious Sycceffes gain'd 
by bis Majefty's Forces under the Command of the Mar-

MAE Marquels das Minas having drawn 
wogether a Body of Portugueze 1 roops at 
Almeida, march'd from thence the 2d of 
‘this Month; and being come into the 
»<: Neighbourhood of Aldea da Ponte, he 
balted there 2 days,co refrefathe Troopsafter their hard 
March, there being Plenty of Water and Forrage in 
that parz.of the Country, which borders on Caftile, 
Here the Marquefs, being inform’d that the Inhabi- 
tants of Arganhaon, one of the richeft and moft fer- 
tile Valleys of the Kingdom of Caftile, had put their 
belt Effects ince the Tawa of Fonte Grenaldo, he de- 
tach’d she Conde of San Joan, Licurenant General of 
the Hore; with 600 Horfe and a like Number of 
Grenadiers, to. actack the faid Place; and notwith- 
ftanding it was well garrifon’d with Reguiar Foor 
aod Militia, and fortified. with Intrenchments and 
Palifasioes and Trenches thrown up crafs the Streets, 
the Conde. execured. his Orders. with fo much Bra- 
very, that he entred ic at she firft Affault, and made 
the Ganrifon Prifoncrs at Difcretion, with the lols of 
buccone Man... The,Pjander of the Place was given 
tothe Soldiers,except what was put into the Churches, 
» which bs Order of the Marquefs das Minas the Conde 
would noe (ufferto be ; the Religion and 
Piety of the Portugueze not permitting them to make 
pold wich: things Sacred as the French are wont to 
do: Yet the Spoi! was fo confiderable,that all the Sol- 
diers enrich’d themfelyes thereby, fome of them had 
above 49.Daybloons ro. their Share..Above 1000 Head 
of great; Gattle was taken likewife, and a confider- 
able Number of fmall. And if Don Francifco Ron- 
lo, Governour in thofe Pacts for the Duke, of 
jow, had nor retir'd the Night before from Ciudad 
Rodrigo, with 300 Horfe, this Succes, would have 
been more confiderabie. 
The Marquefs, after this Succefs, march’d with his 
Army to Talifcas within a League of “Penamacor, 
where he shad «Intelligence that the-Enemy were 
mareh’d from Caftelbranco towards ‘the Frontier of. 
Caftiie, and that che Trooys they had in Idanha and 
other open: Places had rejoyn'd their Army, The 
Gastifon of Merfanto confifting of 120 French, was 
order'd to retire ikewife, but had nor time to do it 
for the Marquefa caus'd/300 Soldiers and fome Pea- 
fants to falt upon that Place the zh in the Nightand 
they. kill'd“all-the French who happend to be out of 
the Caftle. The Enemy having Inrelligence the Ca- 
ftlecf Monfanro was atrack’d, march’d io relieve ir; 
of which she Marquefs ‘being irform’¢@ the rath ae 
tt in the Morning, and that they ‘wotlld in a fos 
hours be mp With our Men chat lay before the faid 
Caftle ; he immediately order’d his Trogps to Arms, 
and gdvasic’d to meet the Enemy with the Horfe, 
commanding the Foor ro follow as faft as they could. 
Fhe? fs drew up his Horfe in Order of Barrle 
in view. of the Enemy, and finding be had but one 
hour's, day-light, he refoly’d to charge them, norwith- 
ing his Foor, wig were come up with the 
Line of his Horfe, had not time to form themfelves 
into Order. 
The Enemies Left Wing, in which were moft of 
their Horfe Officers, and the beft of their Horfe;at- 
tack’d our Right which was led by the Marquefs das 


Minas ; but tho’ they exerved their utmoft Vigous 


to break our Troops, hoping in confequence to 

our Line into Diforder, the M. My with ail pa 
fuperior and inferior Officers and Soldiers acquitted 
themielves fo conragioufly, thac not only the Enemies 
Left Wing was repel and broken, but their Right 
was pa to Flight likewife, and were purfued by our 
Horie till i: was dark rowards Idanha a Velha; the 
Euemy continued their Fhght ait Night long, taking 
their way towards Sarca in Caftile in great Diforder, 
leaving behind them many Tents, Arms and Officers 
Baggage, and fecting Fire. to fome part of their Car- 
riages in Idanha. Our Men took 3 Standards. 


The Number of the Enemies Slain was not per- , 


fectly known when the Marquefs difpatch’d the 
Courier with the News of this Action, which w 
about 9 a Clock at Night. But above 300 of their 
Dead were counted before the Courier came away ; 
ic appear’d then likewife, that ts0 of their Officers 
wete kill’d or taken Prifoners ; particularly among the 
kill’d are 6 Captains of Horfe, ( one of chem a Son of 
the Marquefs de la Rofa ) and 6 Lieutenants ; and 
feveral other Perfons.of Nore. 
On our fide but $¢ Men were Kill’d or Wounded ; 
the Captain of the Marquefs's Guards Joan Dantas da 
Cunha,the Adjutant Alexandre Pahares,and the Lieu- 


tenant of the Troop commanded by. Antonio Carlos,

tal Wounds.. The Condes of Alvor and Acalaya,

joyn'd the Marquefs’s Army with the Troops of thofe | 


Provinces, diftinguith’d themfelves eminently on thi 

Occafion ; as da alfa the Condes of Prado, an 
Atalaya ; and generally all the Officers and Soldiers 
prov'd rhemfelves, on chis Occafion, by. their Valour, 
Courage, and Loyalty, to be true Portugueze. ' 
Fronythe Second Relation of the Glorious Succeffes, 
The Advices we have receiv'd from the Army unr 
der the Marquefs das Minas, giving further Particu- 
lars of the Defeat of the Enemies near Monfanto, 
affure us, That had there been but 2 Hours day-light 
when the Fight began, not one of the Enemics had 
gone back alive to Caftile. Ti’s certain however, that 
great part of their Army was cut off; for the Peafants 
underftanding that the Enemy was bearen, and-run- 
ning away. in Diforder towards Salvaterra and Sarca, 
excited by a juftRefentment of theOutrages they had 
fuffer'd from the French efpecially, who {par'd no- 
thing either Sacred or Common, but acted fuch Vil- 
lanies as are not to be exprefs'd ; drew together to 
the number of 1500, afid Arming rhemfelves with 
fach Weapons as Rage and Revenge furnifh’d, they 


potted themfelves in the Paffages of the Moun= 


tains, and gave no Quarters either, to French or Spar 
niards, but knock’d on. che Head all that came intheir 
Way. number they kill’d may be. guefs'd by 
the Horfes they took, which were. 18003 they few 
befides grear part of the Enemies Foot, which as tis 
faid, confifted of above 6000 Men, All the Enemies 
Baggage was taken, except what they, bung, as a 
orciaid, at Idanha. A great. number, of Carts. and 

Waggons, a confiderable quantity of Powderand o 
ther Ammunitions and Arms both of Horfe. and Foot 
were taken by our Men; who among the Booty 
found rich Cloaths, Plare, and other things af Value. 
They likewifetook 6 Standards,one of whighb@long’d 
to 
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the Onéen’s Regiments,having the Flowers-de-Lys 
’ of France embroider’d in Gold. 
As foon as the Duke of Anjou had Information 
thar the Matquefs das Minas was broke upfrom Al- 
meida, he Getaeh’d 4000 Poralegre, to" 
afs the Bridge over the Tagus at Viifia Veilla, to re- 
inforce Ronquillo ; who having Notice of ic, fent 4 
Horfemen to meet that Detachment, and inform the 
Commander ofir which Way he-fhould march to 
joyn him; thofe 4 Horfemen having deliver'd their 


Meffage near Caftelbranco, return’d ; but our Army. 


being encamp’d on the Ground where the Enemies 
lay before the Fight, the faid 4 Horfemen. fell in 
* with us, not finding their Miftake ic was impor 
fible fbr ‘to get our of ; ‘by them the 
Marquefs das’ Minas ‘leavrit whith way this Derach- 
mient was thatching’to joyn Ronquillo; 
Re immediately ‘out feveral Parties of Horfe 
df the Enemies Motions; why, ‘if 
they hear'of the Defear of Ronquillo, will, deubr- 
Hack “Agen ito Alemteio, by the Bridge 
of Villa Veilfa which cife they will be’ cut off by

Thefe’ Advices rells us, that“ though the Marquefs 
das Minas. was wounded in the Arm, and ‘had re- 
ceiv’d a Contufion in Head; yet he prefs'd for- 
‘ward ‘in’ the “Action, and r¢ceiv’d 6 Cuts in his Hat 
which was lid’d with Itcn, and many more Thrufts 
jo: Cuts’ im big Goar.
